changed by the various contrivances of others, that not any 
one man can pretend to the Invention of the *whole, nor well 
- - agree about their reſpective ſhares in the parts. And more- 
over, this commonly is fo long a doing, that the poor Inven- 
tor is either dead,or diſabled by the debts contracted to purſue 
his deſign; and withal railed upon as a Projector, or worle, by 
thoſe who joyned their money in partnerſhip with his wit ; ſo
